Adams County Representative In House 
Seeks Further Expressions From His 
Constituents On Subject; Withholds 
Note 
Decision 
Until 
Issue

Representative George D. Sheely still has an “open 
mind” on the proposal to increase the gasoline tax in Penn­ 
sylvania froth three to four cents on the gallon, he informed 
The Gettysburg Times today. 
He reports that he has received a number of petitions 
opposing the increased tax signed largely by persons living 
in boroughs or adjacent to hard surfaced highways in Ad­ 
ams county, mostly automobile owners. 
Other automobile owners take the position that they are 
using the highways and that they ought to pay a large part 
of the expense of their maintenance and provide funds for ad­ 
ditional hard surfaced highways through the additional one 
cent a gallon tax. 
Representative Sheely is anxious to get 
further expressions from his constituents on the subject and 
he intends to withhold his decision on how he will vote until 
the measure actually comes up for vote in the House at 
Harrisburg.
